An Engineer'* Experience With a ' Twist- 


er"—The Fireman Knew What Wa« Be- 
hind Them and Shouted, "Slake the 
Bend!"—Th* Engine Broke Her Record. 


Henry Wether«ll, an engineer on the 


Jersey Central railroad, told a reporter his 
experience with a tornado in Kansas and 
said that if fear always turned a man's 
hair white his locks ought to be like scow. 


It happened this way: It was some time 


In July. The weather had been pretty hot, 
and it was just the sort of a day for breed- 
ing a tornado. I was working on a one 
horse railroad in southern Kansas. The 
superintendent wired me to fetch my en- 
gine a distance of about 70 miles to a place 
called Peterstown. 


Well, I got fuel and water aboard as 


quickly as possible and started for Peters- 
town, taking it rather easily, because the 
truck wasn't in condition to stand fast run- 
ning well. It was an hour out from my 
starting place, and I had gone 10 miles per- 
haps, .when I noticed some queer looking 
clouds on the western horizon. 


The day was extsemely sultry, and there 


was a curious sort of a glare over the land- 
scape which made It look sort of feverish. 
I can't think of a better word for describ- 
ing it. There was something unnatural 
about the appearance of everything. My 
fireman was a boy who had been brought 
up in that region, and he said that it looked 
like a tornado coming. He ought to have 
been a good judge of the symptoms because 


whole of his family, together with all 


their property and live stock, had been 
wiped out by such a "twister."

We recently pointed out that express 


trains in England seldom maintain over 
long distances an average speed exceeding 
50 miles an hour, and that tho same thing 
might bo said of the United States. No 
doubt engineers have demonstrated on tho 
English Groat Northern railway and on our 
Now York Central that a short section of 
straight track can bo traversed much rnoro 
rapidly, but it has como to bo accepted as 
an axiom that under existing mechanical 
conditions the rate mentioned lathe highest 
speed consistent with nafety. 


What aro the conditions which havo im- 


posed this conclusion? It is the curves of 
the existing lines which render long con- 
tinued movement at n speed of 80 or 100 
miles an hour Impossible, unless tho weight 
of engines and trains should bo Increased 
far beyond what the bridges and roadbed 
would bear. In tho absence of such an in- 
crease of weight and strength, which is eco- 
nomically impracticable, a 100 miluoxpross 
would fly off tho rails at tho first sharp 
curve. The fact Is familiar to every com- 
petent engineer. Ho knows tho mathemat- 
ical relation of curves to speed. Hekuoivs, 
for instance, that tho force tending at a 
given ourvo to throw off the rails a train 
moving at tho rate of 150 miles an hour 
would bo about «X times greater than that 
which a train resists when running at CO 
miles an hour. It follows that tho cxUting 
lines must ba both straightened and 
strengthened if the present average speed 
of express trains is to bo materially height- 
ened. 


Such straightening and strengthening U 


practically out of tho question, owing to 
the trumoudous outlay that would be in- 
volved. Is there, thon, any way of obtain- 
ing new rates of speed on the old rotitesf 
It appears from tho London Spectator that 
this question is answered in the affirmative 
by Mr. Behr in a pamphlet advocating the 
application to existing routes of the Lar- 
tlguo single rail system. lu this system, 
which, ns we shall BCO, is no visionary 
scheme, but is actually in operation, the 
cars sit astride a single rail raised to n 
height of four foet from tho ground on 
•tool 0,00<icn, un cither sldo of which, but 


feet lower, is a small guido rail. 
^lirt T»T U or 1 
l t \ 
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on tho central rail, while the'guldo'rkntToi* 
each side are gripped by smaller wheels. 
To speak accurately, this is not a singlo 
rail, but n treble rail line, although tho 
hard work is done on tho raised central rail. 
But whatever name should be given to tho 
system it is said that the stability and se- 
curity of tho cars, mounted on the central 
rail saddle, with tho guido rails serving aa 
stirrups, arc such that is almost Impossible 
for a train to b« thrown off tho track. When 
curves aro encountered, tho rail Is canted 
transversely to & degree calculated to neu- 
tralize tho centrifugal force,and if the cant- 
ing does not suffice the surplus of centrifu- 
gal tendency is counteracted by the Joint ac- 
tion of, the central rail and inner guide rail. 


As we have said, tho Lartiguo system is 


no untried proposal. It is now working 
for a short distance, 9>f miles, from Listo- 
wel to Ballybualon in Ireland, and an ap- 
plication of tho principle on a much larger 
scale has been made in tho department of 
iho Loire In Franco. The calculations re- 
lating to tho stability and safety of cars 
run on this plan go to bbow that, even for 
a speed of 150 miles an hour, tho demand 
made upon tho Lartiguo lines would not 
tjAceeu, ru uue ua»u ui Lnti most uuiavoraom 
curve, tho normal limit of strain at present 
allowed. 


If thoso claims can be sustained, it seems 


clear that tho Lartiguo system may render 
unprecedented rates of speed not only me- 
chanically but financially possible, for tha 
single rail can be laid side by side with tha 
>resent lines on the existing routes. The 
inancial difficulty which would be present- 
ed, were new routes required, being elimi- 
nated, the provision of an adequate motor 
lower ueed not stop the way. Mr. Behr es- 
irnates that the cost of constructing ou 
Dither side of the existing main line from 
London to Brighton a Lartlgue line to bo 
vorked by electricity at a speed of from 120 
o 150 miles an hour, including rolling stock, 
generating plant and all appliances for 
K-oi-king trams, would not exceed $5,000,000. 
t is contended that by this means Brighton, 
which is 50 miles away, could be reached in 
a or 25 minutes' ride from the British me- 
ropolis.—New York Sun-

most unlimited sunshine to bask in, and 
flies, which he catches on the end of his long 
tongue, to eat. A fernery is a comfortable 
place for him. This fellow, it is said, has a 
temper, and if not well treated or if teased 
he will show fight, though he can hardly 
do much harm. The genuine chameleon, 
after whom the Florida lizard is named, is 
one of the quaintest and oddest of pets, but 
he is a native of the old world and rarely 
seen in our country.

point out that among those arrayed 
against Judge Yerkes are to be found 
the enemies of order, sufficient in 
numbers to enable it truly to be said 
that this is a contest of order against 
misrule, so far as these people are con- 
cerned. 


It is a notorious fact that the sen- 


tenced criminal, the would-be saloon 
keeper who has been refused a license, 
and the man who fears that he may be 
called upon to appear before Judge 
Yerkes as a law-breaker, is bitterly 
opposed to his re-election. It is not 
claimed even by the people to whom 
Judge Yerkes has refused 
liquor 


licenses, or upon whom he has imposed 
the sentence of the law, that his decis- 
isns have been illegal. It is simply 
claimed that they bave been against 
the interests niirl nnnvenience of the 
parties themselves. This class of the 
community we can not hope to reach 
nor if we could reach them could we 
hope to convince them. 


It is probably human nature that a 


man whom J udge Yerkes has placed 
behind the bars would vote against 
him and work against him.

Judge Yerkes that the criminal classes 
and their sympathizers believe bis 
sentences to bave been severe. There 
is nothing to say to this class of 
objectors but to recall the old fable of 
the toad and the glow worm. "Why 
do you spit at me" asked the glow 
worm; "why do you shine so" replied 
the toad. 


We wish especially to invite the 


attention of our readers to other ob- 
jections raised which have nothing to1 


do with any question involving the 
criminal classes. It is urged seriouslj 
that Judge Yerkes is the nominee of 
the lawyers, and some of our citizens 
say that they do not propose to be 
dictated to by the lawyers; that they 
do not propose to vote for any man 
because the lawyers "want to cram 
him down their throats." 


Probably many people who urge this 


object imagine that the lawyers met 
together in solemn conclave and nomi- 
nated Judge Yerkes for the position. 
In point of fact the lawyers simply 
addressed a letter to Judge Yerkes, 
setting forth that they sympathized 
with the tendency of the times to re- 
move the selection of judges as much 
as possible from the arena of partisan 
politics, and believed that good judges 
should be retained in office, and stat- 
ing that without regard to party or 
political feelings they hoped that 
Judge Yerkes would permit his name 
to be used as a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. 
tVithout this endorsement from 


the Bucks County Bar it is extremely 
doubtful if Judge Yerkes would have 
been a candidate. Certainly he would 
not have been a candidate if the 
Bucks County Bar had opposed his 
nomination. While the lawyers are 
thus no doubt responsible fo 
the

and work against him, and the one 
reason for alluding to this condition of 
affairs is to call attention to the fact 
that it exists, and to point out to those 
who would vote against Judge Yerkes 
for other reasons, the fact that by vot- 
ing against him they are supporting 
au element of the community which 
they would be very loth to support or 
to benefit in any way. 


It is urged against Judge Yerkes 


as a serious matter by this class and 
their sympathizers that his sentences 
are unduly severe. 
This objection 


can scarcely apply to anybody who is 
not in danger of going before him. 
We will not undertake to say that 
Judge Yerkes' 
sentences 
are not 


severe; any sentence imposed upon a 
criminal is severe to the criminal and 
is very apt to be considered severe by 
those unfortunate people who always 
bend their energies in sympathizing 
not with the person whom the crimi- 
nal has injured, but with the criminal 
himself. 


It will be a sad time for any com- 


munity when it can be said of a judge 
that his sentences are not severe, 
because it will mean that the law has 
been so changed as to oblige the judge 
to impose what the community may 
consider lenient sentences ; for it is to 
be remembered that the judge in sen- 
tencing a criminal simply carries out 
the provisions of the law and imposes 
the sentence that the law provides for 
the crime that has been committed, 
and that after a trial where twelve 
jurors have pronounced the criminal 
guilty, the only discretion vested in a 
judge in sentencing is the length of 
the period of confinement, which is 
left to his discretion within certain 
limits, after hearing all the evidence 
produced in the trial of the cause. 


We could show by taking up the 


ssntences that Judge Yerkes has pro- 
nounced and by reproducing the evi- 
dence that was furnished in each case, 
that the sentences imposed were such 
as would without question meet the 
approval of any judge in the Common- 
wealth and of the entire class of law- 
abiding citizens. 
We refrain from 


discussing particular cases, simply 
because we believe that the law-abiding 
people of Bucks county will consider 
it a very poor reason for voting against 


nomination of Judge Yerkes, it is still 
true that tbeie is probably no class in 
the community who are less personally 
interested in the matter than the 
lawyers. Few lawyers are suitors in 
the courts, it being a very rare thing 
for a lawyer to go before a Court for 
any business of his own. They'are,' 
lowever, occupied in transacting busi- 
ness of their clients before the Court. 


A very large part of this business 


does not appear to the public and it 
vill probably surprise some of our 
readers to be told that in point of 
noney value the business of a single 
erm relating to decedents' estates, 
rusts, guardianship, assigned estates 
nd various other matters not involving 
ury trials will probably out-weigh the 
mounts at stake in the jury trials of a 
ear. 
The lawyers are quite capable 


f taking care of themselves and of the 
nterests of their clients before any 
udge, but in such matters as we have 
mentioned they cannot attend to them 


uickly and carefully without having 
poa the bench a judge who is not 
nly a good lawyer, out wno uas an 
ntimate acquaintance with the county 
and its men and aft'airs,and the en- 
dorsement of the lawyers is simply 
their showing to their clients and to 
the business community in general 
that Judge Yerkes has transacted the 
business of the community brought 
before him, fairly, expeditiously and 
properly ; that in his action as a judge 
be been non-partisan, that bis decisions 
are given without delay and that they 
are of such character that they can be 
depended upon as being good law. 


Tbis is a matter we repeat that 


affects the business of the community 
a great deal more than it affects the 
lawyers. So far as personal considera- 
tions may weigh with the members of 
the bar it has certainly been shown in 
the cases of two who have been guilty 
of impropriety and 
crime during 


Judge Yerkes' term, that when they 
stand before him as criminals they get 
no better treatment than any other 
criminal would get. 


It is certainly remarkable that any 


intelligent member of the community 
should wish to vote against a judge 
because he has been unanimously 
recommended by the lawyers. We 
would like to ask who can bear testi- 
mony for or against a judge better 
than the lawyers ! Is it good business 
to vote against a judge whose entire 
bar says that he bas in the past per- 
formed bis duties with "ability, im- 
partiality, and integrity"—Is it wise 
to risk a change ? 


given authority to nominate a Judge 
and at this meeting the County Com- 
mittee decided by a majority vote that 
they would not call another giving this 
authority.

A STORY OP THE KENDALUVILLE ROB- 


BERY FROM THE INSIDE. 


An Kxprns HesMnfer's Thrilling Tale. 


*•»• Bobbwrs Seemed to Be Pretty Good 
Yellows »t keart—How They dot Into 
the "Borglar Proof Safe. 
Express MmMnger M. M. Welst, who 


was blown up by the train robbers near 
Kendall rills, Ind., had just returned from a 
trip over the Lake Shore road, and very 
readily told of his thrilling experience In 
the famous robbery. Ho has lived In Buf- 
falo about a year and has been an express 
messenger on tha Lake Shore road for U 
yean. 


We were rolling along at a good lively 


rat*. My assistant, B. B. Hirnltn, and my- 
self wers alone in th* car. It was about 
1:30 In th* morning. The lights were turned 
low, and most of the passengers back In th* 
coaches and sleepers wen asleep. Jnst aa 
w* wer* approaching th* switch at Kess- 
l*r th* emergency brakes were suddenly 
applied with great force, and the train came 
to a quick stop. I opened the door of th* 
car and looked ahead. I saw at one* that 
ths red switch light was turned oh us, 
which caused the engineer to stop so sud- 
denly. Before I bad time to look a second 
tlm« or shout to the engineer "crack," 
"bans;," sounded a pistol shot by the en- 
gine, and I knew what was the matter. 


"They're after us," I said to Hamlin, and 


closed the door and fastened it as quickly 
a* possible. Then I went to the local safe 
and took out a bag of currency and all the 
valuables I could get hold of and threw 
them over among the boxes and packages' 
in t!,e freight end of the car.

One is the sta- 
tionary safe, which has all the greatest val- 
uables, and the local safe, la whiah we carry 
things of less value and small amounts of 
money. W* always call all Jewelry "nig- 
ger" jewelry. The stationary safe we never 
open. The dial is taken off the lock at one 
•nd of the route and not opened until it 
gets to the other end—that Is, say, between 
Chicago and New York or between San 
Francisco and Chicago. 


But to get back to the robber. He pulled 


out two or three packages, and after break- 
Ing them open and finding no money In 
them seemed to fly Into a most furious: 
rage. The jewelry ho didn't want and 
threw it on the floor. In some of the pack- 


THE ERA OF ALUMINIUM. 


It Aids Fair to Supersede the Ages »f 


Stone, Brooz« and Iron, 


Aluminium, which Itself possesses a high 


degree of specific heat, does not readily ab- 
sorb heat Ittolf, and thus Is not liable to 
the chief objection to iron buildings in 
hot countries. But apart from light deco- 
rative purposes, such as balconies, cupolas, 
finlahs and verandas, it is as a roofing ma- 
terial that aluminium should be most wel- 
come to the builder. In plates or scales, 
two-thirds lighter than copper, uncorroded 
by air and undimmed even by the sulphur 
of London smoke it should make a roof fit 
for a palace of romance. 


The humbler elements of health and 


comfort in the house, hardly less important 
than its external defen&ca against the 
weather—pipes, cisterns, taps and gutters, 
now made of iron which rusts or lead 
which polsonn—would be more enduring 
and far more healthy if made of this light 
and cleanly metal, which might also take 
the plae* of all water holding vessels now 
made of heavy brittle earthen ware or paint- 
ed tin. An aluminium bath Is among the 
probable luxuries of the next century. But 
It is not as a mere accessory to comfort and 
convenience that real development of the 
new metal should He. It Is for use at sea 
that its most marked quality of lightness 
obviously fits it. 


The marine engineer and the naval archi- 


tect, who are already looking in this direc- 
tion for a reduction in the weight which is 
Inseparable from loss of efficiency, whether 
In speed or cargo, cannot neglect the possi- 
bilities of a metal which, when mixed in 
the proportion of 1 to 50, gives to alumin- 
ium bronze a hardness and toughness 
*hich make it almost as reliable as steel, 
'ind which, If the proportion! could be re- 
versed and the strength preserved, would 
i-educe tha weights of ships and machinery 
alik* by two-thirds. That is a problem 
'Thich awaits the metallurgists for solu- 
l.lon. Th* reduction In cost, judging by 
analogy, cam only be a question of time and 
research. 


The best steel now costs little more than 


one-half pence per pound, while alumini- 
um is 60 time* that price. But aluminium 
exists in far greater quantities than iron, 
is more widely distributed, and neither the 
limits of time nor the history of metallurgy 
forbid us to conjecture that, as the world 
hog seen its age of stone, Its age of bronze 
i.nd its age of Iron, so it may before long 
have embarked on a new and even more 
prosperous era—the age of aluminium.— 
Spectator.

And could we but build our 
houses of incombustible materials the 
spring cleaning might be efficiently accom- 
plished by Incendiarism. London indeed 
was purified from a plague by a general 
conflagration. And almost the one thing 
which that nearly Indestructible disease 
germ, the bncillus, cannot stand is heat. 


But if heat is a great purifier cold is no 


less a preserve! from decay. Amid the 
eternal snows of the arctic regions the un- 
buried carcasa may lie fresh and uncor- 
rupt for months. The flesh of the mam- 
moth, buried in the frozen soil of Siberia, 
has resisted decay for untold centuries 
and here perhaps we have one of "nature's 
hints to inventors," for meat isnowlargely 
preserved by freezing. 


Electricity is also a sanitary agent. When 


Professor Tyndall was experimenting with 
atmospheric dust in his classical researches 
on the origin of the lowest forms of life 
he found that an electric discharge passed 
through a dusty atmosphere purified it by 
causing the minute particles to settle. And 
long before these researches it was com- 
monly said and believed that a thunder- 
storm purified the air. Thus a scientific 
foundation is found for the popular belief, 
and the lightning flash takes its place as 
an accredited sanitary agency.—Chambers1 
Journal.

Th* General Drift to Cltlo.. 


The tendency of the laboring population 


in rural districts to migrate to the cities is 
receiving forcible illustration in Germany. 
Not only has the city of Berlin increased 
In population nearly 200 per cent in the last 
quarter of a century—at a rate of progress 
four times as rapid as that of London—but 
almost all the great towns in Germany ex- 
hibit a similar tendency to augment their 
population at the expense of the country. 
In many parts there are not enough labor- 
ers to perform the necessary agricultural 
operations. The country is, in fact, becom- 
ing deserted, and in some cases land is ap- 
proaching its "prairie value." In the king- 
dom", of Saxony and Bavaria at this mo- 
ment there are said to be many small farm- 
houses, each with a large plot of garden 
land, advertised for sale at prices which 
elsewhere would barely suffice to pay the 
ordinary conveyancing fees. 
One little 


property of this sort, for instance, is offered 
to any purchaser for the ridiculous sum of 
$20 and another for less than $50, house 
and land included—all freehold. It is pret- 
ty clear that all Germany's protective im- 
port duties have been powerless to ward 
off agricultural depression. In fact, her 
farmers appear to be suffering a good deal 
more than those of Great Britain.—New 
York Post. 


The Throwing Power of a Wave. 


To appreciate wave force and what may 


be termed the throwing power of a wave, 
let it bo tmderatood that in the winter of 
1860, at Bishop's Rock lighthouse, the bell 
was torn from its fastenings, although sit- 
uated 100 feet above high water mark. At 
Unst, in Shetland islands, a door was burst 
in at a haight of 195 feet above the level of 
the sea. 
The most wonderful effects of 


wave force recorded were witnessed at Wick 
Harbor breakwater. Blocks weighing from 
B to 10 tons were built in above the line of 
high water, first with hydr/iulic lime, then 
with Roman and last with Portland ce- 
ment. This great work was considered by 
the most learned engineers in England to 
be capable of withstanding the assaults of 
the ocean for ages, but in October, 1864, 
over 300 feet of this giant barrier was swept 
away. 


In 1872 a monolithic block, 1,850 tons, 


was lifted bodily and carried to leeward of 
the breakwater, and in 1873 another and 
bcavior cancrotg mass, Wel^Ding 2,000 tons, 
which had replaced the former, was swept 
away intact and carried to a point equally 
distant.—San Francisco Argonaut.
